There is a decided determination on the 


part of merchants, manufacturers and 
citizens generally to band themselves to- 
gether and do something to advance the 
growth of Decatur by bringing her into 
prominence by liberal advertising nn'd 
other methods. This determination was 
clearly manifested at the booming big 
moss meeting of citizens held at the court 
house on Saturday evening when 200 to 
300 of the leading business men of the 
community were in attendance. Much 
enthusiasm was manifested, and after 
general chat Mayor Kanan called the 
meeting to order. On motion of J. B. 
Moeser, the meeting elected William H. 
Starr to preside as chairman and George 
Moeller was chosen to serve as secretary. 


The object of the meeting as stated by 


Mayor Knnan, Mr. Mosser and Chairman 
Starr, was to take action with reference 
to advancing the business interests of 
Decatur, in railway and other matters. 


Peter Loeb was in favor of more rail- 


roads. He thought Decatur onght to have 
them. The question is, How shall we get 
them? There are enough men hero to 
plan to get the I., D. & a through Decn- 
tur, but the speaker was emphatically not 
in favor of sending the road up Cerro 
Gordo street. 
There are three other 


routes. One is along the north side of 
the Wabnsh, another is down the Illinois 
Central track to the ravine and out 
around the Powers place, and the third is 
north from the depot past the paint shop 
along the Central to the P., D. & E. road. 
The speaker wna earnestly in favor of 
adopting measures that would put the 
road through on one ot the routes indi- 
cated. 


Mnyor Kanan thought all the roads de- 


siring an outlet should be given encour- 
agement. He had been given to under- 
stand tluit the Wabnsh hud no objection 
to the I., D. «fe S. going along its right of 
way. 


J. W. Haworth stated that the Wabnsh 


route would prove very damaging to 
warehouse privileges along the lint>. He 
thought the northern route more practic- 
able and cheaper.

He said 
the road was ready to accept any route 
to get through the town, nnd that the 
company would meet Decatur half way.

CORN CULTIVATION. 


Facts and Flgurm Showing the Great Ad 


vnntaK«» ut the Drill System. 


I am move than ever in "love" wit] 


the dull system uf putting in corn ant 
raring for it. It has advantages asid 
from ease of culture that commands at 
ruution. Bj planting oui usual varie 
ties thieo feet :ipait in the drills am 
one foot apait in the lows we make 
great gain in the .inionnt of both stalk 
ami coin 
Assuming that 
fifty-foil 


rows will be planted upon an acre am 
four stalks in a hill, we get 2,916 hills 
but by dulling three feet apart we ge 
seventy-two rows with 216 growin; 
stalks, 01 15,552 plants—again of 6,88 
stalks, an amount which means growing 
corn at a profit, other things bein 
equal. In drills, half of tho marking i 
saved, and if the soil was well prepare 
and picked up free from trash, th 
light harrow can be used to great ail 
vantage in cultivating the corn crop 
It is much easier to go over a corn-fiel 
with a light dr.ig, with ten-foot sweep 
making the soil still finer and kill'in 
weeds by the million, born and unborn 
and then when time to use the cultivn 
tor the soil is like an ashhea'p for me 
lowness, and fast work is possible wit 
\erylittlerollingelodsupon the corn 


Perhaps we need a corn cultivate 


which will <lo good work the most o 
aiij thing. We have all sorts of cult: 
ratois that go down and dig and throi 
up the soil—and cut off corn roots—bu 
the close-working corn cultivator tha 
does not go deep, but does do thoroug 
work, and leaves the ground smoot 
behind it, is a rare tool. The 
^, 


shoveled cultivators leave the soil in 
one or two mlges; that dries out the 
soil unduly fast, which is a serious 
matter in dry weather. I have a two- 
horse six-shovel cultivator, a fine ma- 
chine of its kind, that does excellent 
ridge work, but as a level disturber 
was not equal to the demands made 
upon it by later ideas of a fine but 
smoothly left soil. To rsmedy this, 
part oi the shovels were removed and 
spring-harrow teeth fastened in their 
places, and so set that all traces of 
ridges were obliterated and the ground 
left almost ideally line and smooth. 
At the beginning we need tools that 
will thoroughly prepare the corn land, 
and then see that the soil is put in 
No. 1 condition. Then we may plant 
nearer, cultivate closer and get far 
better returns.—Cor. N. T. Tribune.
